As far os I gather, people here gatige the 
situation from 4 different point of view from 
that taken up in England, 
METHODS OF MUSCOVITE DIPLOMACY. 
What is described on your side’ of the 
ears, Channel! as a dangerous game on the part of 
the Russians seems to be looked upon here as 
merely a feature of the methods of Muscovite 
diplomacy. They eliminate the idea of 
“danger,” because, from the confidential tone 
of their criticism, they appear to understand 
the “Russian” better than we do, What we 
call “danger” just ‘now, German politicians 
describe as “bloff” In so many words, a 
personage upon whom I can rely has said 
to me:— 
The Tsar is not going to force on war with 
Japan, and Count Lamsdorff, who is now 
directly managing the course of events, has not: 
the slightest Intention of going to war either. 
ran Russia's game is to sail as close to the wind as 
, possible, and to derive every advantage she 
can; but the moment she discovers she can go 
no further, and that the patience of the Japan- 
ese Government is on the point of exhaustion, 
she will halt and be ready to come ta terms, 
Ina recent article inthe Pail Mall Gaseite 
an apt reference was mnde to Fielding's dictum 
4) tah that patience would be fatigued by exercise. 
In the opinion of German statesmen, their 
Muscovite colleagues are past-masters at defin- 
ing the exact amount of exercise that can 
be imposed upon patience by the judicious

“AN UNDERSTANDING.”
